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PRED PARRTS Tho Man And His Music 


BY BOB GALGANO, MARCIA VANCE, TOM LUCIANI, STEVE FLAM. 


BIM BAM BOOM is proud to bring you the story of one of the greatest lead singers in the history of 
Rhythm and Blues. The gentleman I am speaking about is none other than Mr. Fred Parris, lead singer of 
The Scarlets and Five Satins. Mr. Parris is not only a fine lead singer, he is also one of the best song 
writers of his era. The following interview was conducted at The Oxford Pub West, 24lst. Street and 
White Plains Road in the Bronx and The Camelot Inn, Bklyn. New York. Freddy has been on the music scene 
for over 15 years and in that time has become a legend. He not only sang, but also wrote the biggest 
selling R/B ballad of all times, "In The Still Of The Night". Here then is FRED PARRIS - THE MAN & HIS 
MUSIC... 


Did you first start off singing professionally with The Scarlets? 

Yes, We all came from New Haven, Conn. and met at Hill House High School in 1953. The original members 

of the Scarlets were, Silvester Hopkins, Bill Powers, Nat Mosley, Al Denby and myself. Bill is a disc 

jocky in Washington D.C. and Silvester has his own group called the Hopkins Brothers. (Al Denby is not 
Junior Denby of the Swallows). 

How did you come to choose the name the Scarlets? 

I liked the Mellomoods, Vocaleers and other groups who recorded for Red Robin. My favorite group was the 
Velvets. 1 like the color red and the closest name I could get to Velvets was Scarlets. It all falls in 
place — Red - Red Robin - Velvets - Scarlets. 

How did vou get affiliated with Red Robin? 

As I was saying before, we had the group and did not have a lead singer. The guys asked me to sing lead 
since I had written "Dear One” and "I'm Lost". I became the lead and went looking for a record company. 

I didn't know how to go about making a record, so I started walking the streets of New York in Harlem. 

The only thing I could think of was Red Robin Records. I was walking along 125th. Street and went into a 
record store and told the guy behind the counter, I had a vocal group and wanted to make a record. He 

told me that he owned JAX records and had Bobby Hall and the Kings and the Ramblers of "Search My Heart" 
fame recording for him. He told me to go back to New Haven and cut a demo and bring it to him. I then 

asked him if he knew where Bobby Robinson was and he told me about Bobby's store down the block. I went 
over to Red Robin and was told by Mr. Robinson to also cut a demo. He really didn't want anything to do 
with me at the time. I went back to New Haven and cut the demo and returned to Red Robin. Bobby told me 

to cut another demo. He still was not interested in us, but his brother Dan Robinson, who later owned 
Everlast Records, liked us and told Bobby to record the group. Our first recording session was with the 
Velvets. Bob gave us ten minutes to rehearse and the Velvets got two hours. The Velvets went into the 

studio and took three hours to record "I Cried". Bobby rushed us into the studio and we took ten minutes 

to cut "Dear One" and "I've Lost". The record was released in the spring of 1954 and became a hit. Because 
of "Dear One" we gained popularity and did a few tours around the east coast. We then went back into the 
studio and cut "Love Doll"/"Darling Im Yours". After that we did "True Love", which is almost the same 

as "Dear One". The flip side "Cry Baby", was later recorded by the Bonnie Sisters and Billy Williams and 
several others and was fairly successful. 

What kind of guy was Bobby Robinson? 

I think Bobby was a pretty nice guy. He was pretty fair to us and was very talented in picking hit material. 
Being head of a small company, he was more on a personal basis with his artists. I have to give Bobby credit. 
He was a black man who started a small record store in Harlem and made it into a record company all by 
himself. Bobby also owned the Fury-Fire companies and several other subsidiaries. 

Did Mr. Robinson treat you fairly on the royalties? 

The only check I received from Red Robin was a royalty check for $35.00 on "Dear One". I did receive several 
checks from BMI and still do for the many songs I wrote. 

How many records did you sell for Red Robin? 

For all the sides on Red Robin I believe that we sold a million copies. You have to remember at that time 
the record buying public for R/B music was small and mostly black. Our songs on Red Robin were very well 
received and successful by these standards. 

What caused the breakup of the Scarlets? 

The army. We were very happy to serve our country. We figured if we went into the service together we would 
Stay together in Special Services doing tours, bond drives, etc., and then when we got out we could resume 
were we left off. The army promised us this and even took pictues of the group and we had a write up in the 
local papers about, the Scarlets going into the Army. We went into the Army under The BUDDY SYSTEM. That's 
something you do to your buddy. Well, the Army did it to us. One guy went to Korea, the other to Alaska, 

one to Texas and I went to Japan. It was pretty hard to make appearances when your spread out around the 
world. After basic training in Texas, we returned to New York on leave and cut our last song for Red Robin 
"Kiss Me" and "Indian Fever". I was lucky in a way, after basic training I was stationed in Philadelphia for 
awhile. One night during guard duty, I wrote "In The Still Of The Night". It was in the still of the night, 
around four o'clock in the morning. I wrote the song down and kept on humming it. Since I was in Philadelphia 
I used to come home on weekends to New Haven and met a couple of guys and started singing with them. I had 
given up on the music business by this time because of what the Army did to us. I sang with the guys just 
for the fun of it. The owner of Standord Records kept bugging me to cut a couple of sides for him. One day 

I said to the guys, "Let's get him off our backs and cut a couple of sides". The original group that recorded 
"All Mine" was Jim Freeman - bass, Lou Peebles - tenor - Eddie Martin - Stanly Dortch and myself. I still 
kept the red idea when I named the group the Five Satins (Red - Red Robin - Velvets - Scarlets - Satins). 
Standord was located in New Haven and did not have a studio and we cut the records any place that was open

to us. We recorded the songs in a V.F.W. Post on a summer day and left the doors open. The band did 

not show up and we cut "Rosemarie" and "All Mine" with no music. The music was supposed to be dubed 

in after. They did it on "Rosemarie" but left "All Mine" acappella..Since we cut the records in a very 
unprofessional place all sorts of strange things can happen. At the end of:"Your Mine" you can hear a 
truck pass outside. We cut "In The Still Of The Night" in the basement of a church in New Haven, Conn. 
The original members on "In The Still Of The Night" were Al Denby - Jim Freeman - Ed Martin - Jessie 
Murphy on piano and myself. Right after the record was released on Standord in 1956, I went to Japan 
after cutting five other songs and the Album. Al Silver, the owner of Herald-Ember heard the record 

and liked it. He purchased the master from Standord and re-issued it on the Ember Label. The rest is 
history. I believe "In The Still Of The Night" is the most popular Rhythm and Blues ballad ever recorded. 
It sold over three million copies to date. It is played today on almost every top 40 station as a 
standard. I would also like to thank all your readers for making this song such a hit. When the record 
became a hit on Ember, I was in Japan and could not make appearances. Bill Baker took my place as lead 
and toured with the following members, Bill Baker - Jim Freeman - Tommy Kilebrew - Ed Martin and Jesse 
Murphy on piano. This group recorded "Wonderful Day" - "To The Aisle" - "Our Anniversary". 

After having such success on Ember. How come you left? 

When I came back from the Army and rejoined the group, the first song that we recorded was "She's Gone" 
on Klik and billed ourselves as Fred Parris and the Scarlets.(Richard Freeman - Wes Forbes - Lou Peebles 
Silvester Hopkins and myself). We then returned to Ember Records and cut the remaining releases on Ember 
starting with "A Night To Remember". The reason we left Ember is because we could have had several more 
national hits. [he songs were not promoted enough by the company. This was told to be by one of the A/R 
men in the company. He said they lost the hits because they did not want to put money behind the records. 
"I'll Be Seeing You" and "Shadows" should have been million sellers. "Shadows" was number one in Phil. 
and with the right promotion could have went all the way. 

How did the First record come about? 

During the time we were with Ember, we were loaned out to Dick Lawrence the owner of First as a favor. 

We had no contract with him and cut the one song for his label. 

Would you say that after you left Ember, you went into a period of decline? 

That's a nice way of putting it. We had reached our peak and were looking for a new sound. We were always 
pop oriented and after leaving Ember we really went into the Pop vein and this could be the reason for 
our decline in popularity. We then went to Cub - Chancellor - United Artists - Warner Brothers - Roulette, 
In the late 60s, Times Sq. Records released several unreleased sides. These records were not supposed to 
be out. "Paradise On Earth" was cut in an office on a small home tape recorder. It was a demo that we 
gave to the bands at different clubs to let them know what we were going to do. I don't agree with people 
who release records like these. These people have no regard for the artists. They are just out for a fast 
buck. 

There were other releases on the Candlelight Label, were they legal? 

Yes. As far as I know, they were legal. One other thing I would like to say about released and unreleased 
material. I sued Al Silver of Herald Records for the copyrights of my records and won. I sold the rights 
to another company later for a couple of bucks. I didn't know the value of them at the time. 

Can you tell me the other groups you recorded with? 

It gets complicated, but i'll try. In 1961 we called ourselves the Wildwoods (Fred Parris - Wes Forbes - 
Silvester Hopkins - Lou Peebles - Richard Freeman) and did "When The Swallows Return To Capistrano" on 
Caprice. On Checker we were the Restless Hearts (Fred Parris - Richard Freeman — Gerald Brooks - Dick 
Arnold). The Atco group which did "Bring It Home To Daddy" consisted of Richard Freeman - Gerald Brooks 
and myself. The New Yorkers (Richard Freemann - Silvester Hopkins - Louis Peebles - Wes Forbes and 
myself) recorded "Miss Fine" on Wall. This was around th same time as the Wildwoods record. Also around 
this time I produced and sang in the background for the Cherokees (not the Rainbow of Love group) on 
United Artists. This group recorded "Heavenly Angel". Now the same members as were in the New Yorkers 
group became the 5 Satins and sang "On A Lover's Island". I also cut a record on Thunder with Lou Peebles 
and billed ourselves as Freddy and Lou. So you see, I was not dormant over the years.I have been active 
in the music field for over 15 years. 

Do you think the old sound will return? 

Yes I do. I believe the younger people of today are getting tired of the electrical manufactured sounds 
on the 1970s. Since they have not been exposed to true group harmony, they didn't know what they were 
missing. Now they have a chance to hear it again. I know that many have been converted already because 

of the audiences that we play to. I really wish the younger generation could really go back, like your 
magazine does, to the roots of Rhythm and Blues and discover the groups I learned from and idolized: 
groups like the Clovers, Swallows, Ravens, Orioles and many, many more. These groups really started the 
whole thing and I would like them to get the recognition they deserve. Rhythm and Blues music is sung 
from the heart and if we can bring this sound back, I feel the people could relate to it. 

What's in the furture for the Five Satins? 

The group today consists of Wes Forbes, who was lead of the Starlarks, Jim Curtis who was a member of the 
Chestnuts, Richard Freeman who was also with the Starlarks and Corky Rogers from the Revalons. 

We are now recording for RCA records and have a new disc on the market "Summer In New York". The future looks 
very bright and we have been appearing every week at various night spots and Rock shows on the east coast. 
We are looking for good material to record and will be out shortly with a new disc. We also cut two songs 
on the soundtrack for a new movie "Been Down So Long It Looks Up To Me" along with the Platters and Four 
Lads.The Five Satins are back to stay and we hope that all our fans will continue to support us and 

enjoy the new records that we will be releasing.

The Del-Satins were a group of five vocalists who had been in existence for 
some ten years. They started out like any other group of that era, singing on 
street corners, on buses, in subways and any other place around New York City 
where they could gather. At this time the original members of the group were: 

Stan Sommers - lead, Les Cauchi - first tenor, Tommy Ferrara - bass, Freddy 
Ferrara - baritone and Richie Greene - second tenor. They also had their own 
back-up combo consisting of Joey Amato on guitar and Johnny Dee on drums. 

The group spent a lot of time studying the styles and techniques of their idols, 
The Flamingos, Harptones and Five Keys. As the months went by their harmony improved 
and they developed their own style. The Del-Satins were considered the best vocal 
group in a neighborhood that boasted of many other local groups. 

The influence of their manager, Jim Gribble (who also managed the Passions, Mystics, 
Classics, Jarmels and Earls), helped them over a period when they had two unsuccessful 
records. Their third record "Teardrops Follow Me" was a regional hit on the east 
coast. After a lot of hard work and perseverance everything was eradicated by the 
death of Jim Gribble in 1962. 

After a time of disappointments and disparity they were offered a contract with 
Dion's production company and Columbia records. They did all the background singing 
on his records and L.P.'s from 1962 to 1964. At the same time they were working for 
Dion they perfected their own act and started performing in all the better supper 
clubs around the area. This act included a beautiful rendition of "I Believe", which 
the Del-Satins arranged. The Earls later recorded this version. Most collectors don't 
know that the Del-Satins had the original version. The group also played several 
Murray the "K" shows at the Brooklyn Fox and were very well received, judging by the 
applause and fan mail. 

It was also around this time that they met Clay Cole. Clay was so impressed with 
their talents, that he made them regulars on his TV Show. He also gave them star 
billing on his touring review. This included a huge show called "The Big Beat On 
Broadway" at the Ambassador Theater and a stint at the famous Basin Street East with 
the Eggheads (who are still performing as The Bit-O-Honey). 

Time went on and they recorded several more barely successful records while with 
the Tokens production company and label. It was around this time that their ideas 
and opinions began differing and a break up was imminent. Stan Sommers went out on his 
own and formed several bands, but wasn't able to find his particular form of success. 
He is finally finding happiness and success as lead of the Magnificent Men, who are 
well known all over the country. 

The rest of the group was joined by a new lead singer from Detroit, Carl Parker. 
Although Carl is a great singer, he just couldn't fit into the groups comedy routines 
and take-offs (like an hysterical version of West Side Story). The group finally split 
up. Tommy quit singing and got married. Unfortunately, Richie Greene was killed last 
year. Les and Freddy are part of the Brooklyn Bridge today along with Johnny Maestro 
of the Crests. Joey Amato is now lead of his own band called Stoney End and is doing 
very well. 

Had they remained together, I'm quite sure they would have eventually made it big, 
considering that they are all doing well separately. They are still the best of 
friends today and I guess it all worked out for the best. As it is, The Del-Satins, 
although copied and imitated, were one of the greatest groups around, and sadly missed 
by me as well as countless others.

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While waiting for the groups to appear for rehersal at the last Academy of Music Rock and Roll Show, 
a very funny and embarrassing thing happened to me. The piano player from the Cadillacs walked into the 
theater and sat down waiting for the rest of the group to arrive. A friend of mine turned to me and said 
“Why don't you interview him?". I turned to Pete and said "I'm not here to interview piano players, I'm 
here to do groups." Pete shrugged his shoulders, walked over to him and said "Did You Ever Sing With A 
Group?". He nodded his head up and down and quickly I turned on the tape recorder and the following story 
emerged. His name was Eddie Jones Jr. and sang in a group called the Demons on the Teenage Label. This 
Same group became to Emersons on the Newport label and cut a side called "Hungry". Through my embarrass- 
ment I obtained the following facts. The Demons got together in 1956 and the members were Eddie Jones Jr. 
Thomas Cook, Frankie Cook and Joe Caines. The group is from New York City but Eddie Jones Jr. is from Los 
Angeles, California. The Demons made two records for the Teenage Label and one for Emerson. (Records listed 
below). The record on Newport “Hungry" was a take-off on the Coasters records but did not sell well. The 
group never broke up, they just dissolved and never recorded anything else. Another interesting note is 
that Eddie sang with Richard Berry on the west coast with a group called the Flamingos (Not Famous Flamingos 
Group). Eddie Jones Jr. is still active in the music business today as the piano player and arranger for 
the Cadillacs. 

Did you know that Carl Hogan, one of the original Valentines, made a record with a group on the Fury 
label under the name Carl Hogan and the Miracles? 

While interviewing the Moonglows, the new bass singer, Charles Lewis gave me the following information. 
He once sang with a group called Cliff Butler and the Singing Doves on the States Label. The record was 
"When You Love"/"People Will Talk". Charles Lewis further stated that Cliff Butler was once a disc Jockey 
and is now a successful Preacher in Cleveland. 

Did you know that four of the original Crickets and one of the Cadillacs, J.R. Gaines recorded "Gloria 
My Darling"/"Cha Cha Baby" under the name The New Yorkers Five on Danice Records.

WHE BOBBY SPENCER STORY

At the last "Rock and Roll" Rivival Show at the Academy of Music, Bob Galgano and I had the delightful 
experience of interviewing one of the most versatile performers in the Rhythm and Blues, Rock and Roll 
field. The gentleman to whom I refer to is none other than Mr. Bobby Spencer. Bob and I were simply amazed 
at how many groups Bobby has been involved with over the years. From the Crickets to the Cadillacs - this 
is the story of Bobby Spencer. 

Bobby was born and raised in the Bronx and sang in church, high school and various dances. The first 
group that Bobby joined was the Crickets. He joined the Crickets when they were recording for Joe Davis' 
"Jay Dee" label, singing baritone. Another famous member of this group was Dean Barlow and let us not 
forget Freddie Barksdale. After singing with the Crickets, Bobby was asked to join the Chords. We all 
remember the Chords for their big hit, "Sh-Boom". He took Claude Feister‘s place when Claude went into the 
Army. Bobby was not on "Sh-Boom" or "Cross Over The Bridge". The Chords recorded for the Cat Label and, 
according to Bobby, here are the remaining members of the group: Carl Feister - lead, Jimmy Keyes ~- tenor, 
Claude Feister - baritone and two gentlemen by the names of Ricky and Buddy, whose last names Bobby can 
not recall. Of course, we all know that the white cover version of "Sh-Boom" by the Crewcuts did far better 
on the charts then the deserving version by the Chords. After leaving the Chords, Bobby joined the Pearls 
on Atco for a while. The lead singer of this group was Howard Guyden. The Pearls recorded "Bells of Love" 
and "Shadows of Love" for Atco. Another famous member of this group was Dave "Baby" Cortez. The ever 
amazing Mr. Spencer also did fill-in work with the Harptones as noted in Phil Groia's Column (Bim Bam Boom 
Issue #2). There is no doubting Bobby's versatility. As also noted in Phil Groia's Column, Raoul Cita, 
organizer and arranger of the Harptones stated in regards to Spencer, "One of the finest harmony and 
lead singers around." 

Finally, Bob joined the Cadillacs and his first session with the group was on "Please Be My Girlfriend". 
He is still singing with the Cadillacs today. In my opinion, he is one of the singers of the 1950's in 
R/B, R/R vocal groups whose behind the scenes performance people seldom notice. But without these men the 


group harmony sound would be dead. Believe it or not, he also sang for awhile with Harold Winley's edition of 


the Clovers not too long ago. So, as you can see, Bobby Spencer is well liked and his musical abilities are 
well respected. In closing this article, Bim Bam Boom declares, "HATS OFF TO BOBBY SPENCER!"

Hi Folks; As a new writer on the staff of BIM BAM BOOM, I would like to say, I'm happy to be 
associated with the best magazine in the business. I hope you will enjoy my article a& much as I 
enjoyed writing it. Now that we are acquainted with one another, let's get down to the business at 
hand. HERE ARE THE HULL RECORDING STARS - THE AVONS..cccceccccccccecece Sala we 'eierella ede bare t wom seta caine 


The Avons came from Englewood, New Jersey and originally consisted of Bob Lea - lead, his brothers 
Wendel Lea - second tenor, Bill Lea ~ baritone, Irvin "Flea" Watson, and Curtis Norris - bass. In 1954 
the group formed and they originally called themselves the Robins. It soon became apparent that they 
had to change their name so as not to clash with the famous ROBINS group from the west coast. The 
name "Avons" came about quite by accident. Bill Lea was doing his homework reading Shakespeare one 
night and saw the name Avon, a river in England. Thus the Avons were born. 

The group started singing at school dances and assemblies. As they got more and more popular around 
town, it became obvious that the Avons were not just another street corner group. Ed Prindle, who lived 
in Englewood, liked the group and became their manager. In 1956, Mr. Prindle took the group to Hull 
Records, 1595 Broadway, NYC, and they auditioned for the owner, Miss Blanche "Bea" Caslan. She liked the 
group and signed them to a recording contract. I'm sure most of you are familiar with some of the Hull 
Recording stars: The Heartbeats, Desires, Monotones, Pastels, Elegants, Sparks and, of course, the Avons. 

It is my firm belief, and it is only my opinion, that Miss Caslon was trying to create another 
Heartbeats type group. If you listen to the Avons' early recordings, you will notice a distinctive 
sound closely related to the Heartbeats. My conclusions are further strengthened by the fact that soon 
after the Avons' first record was released (717) - the Heartbeats last record on Hull, "A Thousand Miles 
Away" (720) was released. The next Avons release "Baby" (722) bore a close resemblance to the Heartbeats' 
sound. Hull used the same arranger on "Baby" and the Heartbeats records. 

The personnel of the Avons varied slightly during their recording career and the changes were mostly 
with their bass. After their first record, Curtis went into the service and was replaced by Franklin 
Cole. Their second release,"Baby", was a mild regional hit. This paved the way for a host of personal 
appearances including the Bradford theater in Newark and shows in New York, Philadelphia and Connecticut. 
They informed me that their greatest thrill was playing the Apollo. 

Frankie Cole went into the service after Hull #726 and was replaced by George "Jitters" Coleman. 
George went into the service after Hull #731 and was not replaced. Shane "Shep" Sheppard returned to the 
Hull label with his new group the Limelites and had a big hit with the answer record to "A Thousand Miles 
Away" - "Daddy's Home", Hull #740. The next two releases by the Avons (744-754) were quite unlike their 
earlier releases, bearing no resemblance to the patented "Heartbeats/Limelites" sound. The groups last 
two releases were sung with four men. Hull #744 consisted of Bob - lead, Wendel - second tenor, Bill - 
baritone and Irvin - first tenor. Bill went into the service and was replaced by Sonny Harley on their 
last record (754). In 1962, after seven years together, the group broke up. 

I will never forget the Avons and the times we had singing together. I can honestly say, besides 
being a great vocal group, they were a great bunch of guys. 

Finally I would especially like to thank Bob Lea for his help. Bob is still singing in his church 
choir. I spoke to him recently about the chances of the Avons singing again. He just smiled and said 
“Well. I'li gee Windel sand Irvin-at Chueh Sunday; -ands oscaxcawsanesccdiacdsc ceoued Oaniecak waiwocseoeneauet

Recently I came across a few records that might interest you. One of them is "Moaning The Blues" 
backed with "Dig My Jelly Roll", by the Virginia Four (Decca #7662). Both sides are acapella. This is 
unusual due to the fact that the record was released in 1940 or 1941. Both sides are definitely R/B. 
This record is a must for any 78 collector. The Virginia Four made at least one other disc on Decca. 

Another record is “Yuletide Love", backed with "See See Rider", by the Chanaclairs (Coleman 1056). 
I figure the reledse date to be somewhere around 1954. The "A" side is a great R/B Christmas ballad. 
It has an unusual sound which reminds me of a Grand-Fortune recording. The flip is an excellent 
version of the Ma Rainey classic. Good luck in trying to find this one. 

The Striders also made at least one acapella record. "Pleasin' You", backed with "Somebody Stole 
My Rose Colored Glasses" (Capitol 15306). Both of these songs are done without music. The Striders, 
when they were the Four Vagabonds, recorded a few acapella songs on Bluebird. These are strictly for 
the 78 collectors. 

Gregory Carroll, a member of the Four Buddies on Savoy, who joined the Orioles, then the Ravens, 
recently appeared with the Wanderers. I wonder whom he'll turn up with on the next show. 

In continuing to list group records that only name the single artists on the label, I would like 
to add "Stop Crying" by Little Esther (Decca #48305), "Sentimental Heaven" by Jerry Dorn (King #4932) - 
(BIM BAM BOOM has recently learned that the group backing Jerry Dorn on his King recordings were the 
Hurricanes). "My Lonely Heart" by Bubber Johnson (King #4939) and "Thrills And Heartaches" by Lori 
Jai (Rim 2016). 

One record which fascinates me is "Be Anything-Be Mine"/"Heaven Knows Why", by Wini Brown and 
her Boy Friends (Mercury 8270). The group backing her up sound like the Ravens to me. By the way, 

"Be Anything-Be Mine" by Wini Brown was in the Rhythm and Blues Top Ten in 1952. Wini Brown was also 
on National when the Ravens were. 

Bruce Smith, the 78 collector, called to my attention the similarity in "I Had A Love" by the 
Hollywood Blue Jays (Recorded In Hollywood 396) and "I Had A Love” by the Flairs (Flair 1012). I 
listened to both records and it sounds like the same group. Does anyone know if the Hollywood Blue 
Jays became the Flairs? 

Brook Benton got his singing experience as the lead singer of the Sandmen on Okeh. Does anybody 
know the lead singer of the Crows? 

The Solitaires (Milton Love, Fred Barksdale, Bobby Baylor, Monte Owens and possibly Buzzy 
Willis) are ready to record for RCA. They will be working with Willis and Harvey Fuqua. I Spoke to 
Raul Cita, and he tells me the Harptones are not ready to record yet. They want the right material 
and proper promotion. The Turbans have gotten together again and will be at the next ROCK Show in 
New York City. 

That finishes this issue's column. Any comments and additions will be greatly appreciated.

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The Charts 


BY MARCIA VANCE 


At the last Revival Show at the Academy of Music, I interviewed Joseph Grier, the original 
lead singer of the Charts. He told me that he was unable to get any other members of the group 
together for this show and so his brothers, Melvin, Nathan and Emanuel were filling in. 

Joe informed me that the group formed in 1957. He and four friends from 115th. Street in 
Manhattan used to sing on street corners, like any other vocal group of the day. They used to 
look over the charts in Billboard magazine and came to the conclusion that this would be a good 
name for their group. 

The Charts consisted of Leroy Binns - first tenor, Steven Brown - second tenor, Glenmore 
Jackson - baritone, Ross Buford - bass and Joesph Grier - lead. Leroy is presently the bass of 
the Cadillacs. 

The Charts knew Les Cooper of "Wiggle Wobble" fame who became their manager. Les took the 
group to Dan Robinson (Bobby's Srathert who owned Everlast Records. 

"We recorded "Desirie” and when it was released, we were surprised to find that it was a hit. 

We had done "Desirie” at the Apollo Theater a short time before and were almost booed off the stage. 
We had a different sound for a vocal group of that time and people have said that it was a hillbilly 
sound, maybe because I do a lot of yodeling", Joe told me. 

Joe wrote "Desirie" along with most of the other songs recorded by the group. He was only 
seventeen (the oldest of the Charts) at the time and was too young to know any better and he gave 
the credit for the material away. It was customery at that time for people connected with the record 
to get writer credit so Joe has never received royalies for the Charts songs. 

The group was doing a lot of traveling after "Desirie" and had a lot of fun but were not making 
any money, what with a manager, a road manager, a driver, etc. They found that they couldn't pay 
their bills and their mothers decided that it was time to stop. 

Joe enlisted in the army in 1958 and the Charts continued to sing but were unable to follow-up 
with any other hit records. Many people consider their last release "My Diane", their best. It was 
not given the proper promotion and this spelled the end of the group for almost ten years. Joe was 
not a member of the re-formed Charts in 1967 that re-sang an up-tempo, up-dated version of “Desiree”. 
Steven Brown and Leroy Binns were on this session and Joe did not know thw other members of the 
re-formed Charts. 

In ending this article, I would like to say that it is a shame that a talented group like this 
fell into inactivity. It is a rare occasion when a group finds a new sound and you will have to 
admit that the Charts found a new sound. It is my hope that Joe will continue with his brothers in 
their singing efforts and find the fame and fortune that he missed in the 1950s.

It was the summer of 1955 about three o'clock in the morning when four college 
boys held an audience of truck drivers, waitresses and a few weary travellers 
spellbound at a drive-in diner while they filled the air with their goldern harmony. 

Shortly after that early morning audition in a roadside drive-in on the out- 
skirts of Bakersfield, California, The Colts became one of the most successful 
groups to come out of the Buck Ram stable of talented artists on the west coast. 

For those of you readers who aren't familiar with the name Buck Ram, I suggest you 
check through your record collections and note the writer of such songs as "Only You", 
"The Great Pretender","Dealer of Dreams", "The Magic Touch" and hundreds more. 

The Colts first release on the Vita label was "Adorable" written by B. Ram. It 
hit all the west coast charts in a week. In a short time "Adorable" was on the National 
Charts along with the Drifters' version. 

The group consisted of Joe Crundy, Rubin Crundy, Carl Moland and Leroy Smith. 
Joe, Rubin and Carl grew up together and ripened their mellow voices singing in a 
church choir. Leroy Smith, a New Jerseyite and one time contender for the 1953 
Goldern Gloves Championship, became the fourth member of the group when he met the 
boys while attending Los Angeles City College. 

After their first hit, they were compelled to cross the Rockies to exhibit their 
talents at the Apollo Theater. Their fame grew with their release of "Sweet Sixteen" 
which was written especially for them by the late Alan Freed. Another Colt hit was 
"Honey Bun" which was written by Curtis Williams of the Penquins. Well, that's a short 
and, and I hope, enjoyable history of the Colts. One of the West Coasts' best groups.

Everywhere the factories appear-enshrouding the city in the smoke and dust that are by products of its tremendous steel output. 
In this atmosphere of Gary, Indiana, in 1952, the Spaniels were formed. 

At first, strangers in the Roosevelt High School Glee Club. Later, five friends “hitting some notes” in hallways and on corners 
before and after school. Finally, a commitment to themselves and to the world of music. This pattern produced the Spaniels, one of 
the 1950's greatest vocal groups. 

Among the many groups who tried for national acclaim in 1952, the Clovers, and the Dominoes were by far the most successful in 
the rhythm n' blues field. Other combinations, such as the Orioles, the Ravens, the Swallows, the Cardinals and the Mello Moods, 
were also popular. Of course, hundreds of groups, including some wellknown names, had local or regional hits, but were unable to 
make the National Rhythm N' Blues Chart. Especially popular in the Chicago-Gary area were the Dominoes, followed closely by the 
Clovers, the Ravens and the 5 Royales. 

While the Spaniels were somewhat influenced by all of these groups, their style was always unique. The unusual lead voice of 
James "Pookie" Hudson and the versatility of bass singer Gerald Gregory shaped the group's distinctive sound. Even the name was 
unique. In ah era of "bird" groups, the Spaniels were one of the few acts who took a canine name. In addition to "Pookie" and Gerald, 
the original group included baritone Opal Courtney, Jr., first tenor Ernest Warren and second tenor Willie C. Jackson. 

In the spring of 1952, the group was "discovered" by Vivian Carter, a local disc jockey on Gary's WWCA. Vivian was so impressed 
with the group's potential that she and a friend, James Bracken, decided to form Vee Jay Records to give the group some exposure. 

The initial recording session in Chicago produced "Baby It's you," an amazingly professional effort by a group of young amateurs. 
Vee Jay only manufactured a few thousand copies of the song since public reaction to the unusual new sound was yet to be determined 
(That record, Vee Jay 101, is one of the rarest collector's items in rock history.). When it became obvious that "Baby It's You" was 
hicbound, Vee Jay leased the disc to the legendary Chance label, a larger firm which could give the record national distribution, 
Chance was already promoting one promising, new group, the Flamingos, and was about to bring the Moonglows under contract. In the 
fall of 1953, “Baby It's You" made the National Rn’ B Top 10. The Spaniels had their first big hic. 

“The Bells Ring Ouc" followed in late 1953. Vee Jay handled it themselves, but full promotion and distribution was probably still 
difficult for the young label. The record was only a regional success. 

Almost immediately, in early 1954, the company released “Goodnight, Sweetheart, Goodnight,” the group's biggest hit. Calvin Carter, 
Vee Jay A6R man, co-authored the tune wich James Hudson. Many of the old Rn’ B groups used background voices to represent various 
musical instruments. The total harmony blend really amounted to a vocal orchestra backing up the lead singer. Although the bassman's 
part usually represented a bass instrument. Gerald Gregory imitated the sounds of a saxophone at various points in "Goodnight, Sweet- 
heart, Goodnight." The gimmick caught on immediately. By the Fourth of July, the song was in the R n' B Top 5 in almost every major 
city, and was number one in Detroit, Philadelphia and New York. Then it crashed the National R n' B Top 10 where it remained until 
fall. "Goodnight, Sweetheart, Goodnight" is found on every “all-time-great-oldie" poll from the 1950's. 

With "G,S,G" still on che charts, the Spaniels came through with "Let's Make Up” in the fall of 1954. It made the survey scene in 
most major cities racking up impressive sales in Washington, Baltimore, Philadelphia and St.Louis. 

Surprisingly, the original group broke up in late 1954. "Pookie" and Gerald began to organize the "new" Spaniels. Meanwhile, in 
early 1955, Vee Jay released "Do Wah," a song recorded at a 1953 session by the original group. 

The Spaniels now sported three new members, Donald Porter, Carl Rainge and James "Dimples" Cochran. A change in style was also 
noticed. The country was beginning to appreciate rhythm n' blues artists and was calling many of them "rock n' roll" performers. In 
an effort to become more “commercial,” some Rn’ B groups began doing rock material. The Spaniels traveled this route as did Vee Jay's 
two other big groups, the Dells and the Eldorados. 

Three rock ballads were issued: "Painted Picture" (Summer 1955); "False Love" (Early 1956); and "Dear Heart" (Spring 1956). Al- 
though all were given above-average reviews by most of the current trade magazines, none was truly successful outside of the larger 
cities, it took a lot more to have even a regional hit or to break into the National Top 100. 

Perhaps the public would respond to older material? In the fall of 1956, Vee Jay experimented with “Since I Fell For You," a re- 
cording by the original group made at the same first session that had produced “Baby It's You." It failed. 

Another approach was tried. In late 1956, the group issued “You Gave Me Peace of Mind," a pop-spiritual tune. Again, not much suc- 
cess except in some of the bigger cities. 

Finally, in the spring of 1957, The Spaniels had their biggest hit since “Let's Make Up." "Everyone's Laughing," a rock-calypso 
number, was released. It broke into the National Top 100 in July. 

Enthusiastic over the success of an up-tempo recording, the Spaniels and Vee Jay issued three fast tunes in rapid succession: "I 
Need Your Kisses" (fall 1957); "Crazee Babee" (late 1957); and "Tina" (spring 1958). None sold as well as "Everyone's Laughing." 

Then another hit--"Stormy Weather" in the summer of 1958. Hoping to repeat the acceptance of this new format, four sore “old 
standards" were waxed. The first, “Heart and Soul” (late 1958) had a rock-ballad version of "Baby It's You" on the flip. Then, in 
1959, came "Trees," the Joyce Kilmer poem set to music and "100 Years From Today." Last in this quartet of old pop tunes was "People 
Will Say We're in Love." Since none of the first three had equalled the success of "Stormy Weather," "People" was flipped with the 
original "The Bells Ring Out," possibly to recapture the magic of the group's earlier years. But despite the promotion and dis- 
tribution it had lacked the first time around, "The Bells Ring Out" was and sounded sadly out of date in 1959. 

The Spaniels’ last effort for Vee Jay was a mild success, especially on the East coast where the group had many devoted fans. "I 
Know," in 1960, capped the Vee Jay career, This modern love ballad is always a reminder of the versatility of the Spaniels. 

Space did not permit a discussion of some outstanding Spaniel "S'"-eides (for example, "Play It Cool," "Please Don't Tease,""I.0.U." 
“Here is Why I Love You" and others). Some material did not appear on 45RPM, but vas issued only on Vee Jay albums (including three 
sensational songs, "This Is A Lovely Way To Spend An Evening,” "Red Sails In The Sunset" and "Little Joe."). A number of Spaniel tunes 
recorded by Vee Jay in the 1950's have still not been issued. 

After a 1961 recording of "For Sentimental Reasons" on the Neptune Label, the final break-up occurred. James Hudson drifted through 
the decade making an occasional record for independent producers like Lloyd Price. Gerald Gregory joined Sonny Til's "modern" Orioles 
and recorded sides for Charlie Parker Records. Other Spaniels were associated with several soul groups during the 1960's. 

The 70's rock revival has persuaded "Pookie" to reform the Spaniels and to release "Fairy Tales" on Lloyd Price’s Calla Label. The 
tune combines a hit of old group harmony with an overpowering, super-orchestrated arrangement-a typical current "soul" formula.

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The Five Pennies

Recently I had the good fortune to interview Thomas Mathews. Right now you 
are asking yourself - "Who the hell is Thomas Mathews?" Since I'm not inclined 
toward writing mystery stories I'll immediately dispense with the suspense and 
tell you that he was a member of the Five Pennies. The following account represents 
the essence of an interview I had with him. His story raises some interesting 
questions that might engender some speculation from informed readers. 

The Five Pennies were all from Knoxville, Tennessee. John, Jimmy and Herbert 
Myers were brothers who were about 19 through 22. Mathews was a replacement for 
Herbert, who went into the service after "All Is Well". Strangely enough, Mathews 
had no idea who "Big Miller" was. He was about sixteen years old when "Mr. Moon" 
and "My Heart Trembles" were cut on the Savoy Label out of Newark New Jersey. At 
about the same time the group made demos of "Evil Was Her Destination" and the 
Little Richard tune,"Always". As far as he knows they were never released by Savoy. 
The Five Pennies were managed by Fred Logan, a black man, who made "A lot of big 
promises." In spite of these promises of imminent success, the group broke up 
partly because Logan couldn't get the group any jobs, and partly because one of the 
members got into trouble with the law. Over the next couple of years Mathews was 
with two groups that didn't record (The Blenders and the Peacocks) and eventually 
would wind up in Washington D.C. Here he met Bo Diddley and served as Bo's road 
manager for a couple of years. 

I've saved the best part of this story for last. The lead singer of the Five 
Pennies was Clifford Curry, the same Clifford Curry of "She Shot A Hole In My Soul" 
fame a couple of years back. After Curry left the Five Pennies Mathews reported that 
he formed a short-lived group called the Bingos that never recorded anything........ 
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The Crickets

What is the extent of records left in the United States? Is it worth the time and money to take record 
hunting trips? I have been asked these questions many times and I will try to answer them in this column. 

I have just returned from a trip down south which turned out to be a real adventure. Before I went on 
the trip, I planned most of my stops ahead of time. I wrote to most of the stores and record companies and 
let them know that I was coming. My first stop was ACE Records. Mr. John Vinson, owner of ACE picked me up 
at my hotel room at six o'clock in the morning and drove me to the ACE warehouse. Mr. Vinson is the nicest 
guy that I have met in the record business to date. He stated to me that it gets pretty hot in the ware- 
house in the afternoon and it's best to start looking in the morning and knock off by noon. He opened the 
doors and six hundred Jimmy Clanton records fell to the floor. I have never seen such choas. Thousands and 
thousands of records stacked in boxes weighing over a hundred pounds each. On top of this there was 78s 
and LPs stacked on top of the boxes. I started looking through all the records and found some good ones, 
“Just For You and I" - Supremes, “Perfect Love" - Ascots, Champions and Blue Dots records. But for every 
good record I found, I had to look through thousands of Jimmy Clanton records. I soon found out what Nr. 
Vinson meant abo::+ getting out by noon. The heat inside the warehouse must have been 110 degrees. It be- 
came a nitemare, tae heat, heavy boxes and dirt. By the third day, I was begging my partner to take me 
away from the place. Many collectors have gotten into the Ace warehouse and the group stuff on Ace is a 
must for any collector. The prices are down to a couple of bucks now for them with the highest price I've 
seen being $10.00. I feel sorry for the people that paid $25 or $30 a piece for these records a couple of 
years ago, but thats life. After I left Ace, I went to five places scattered around the south with little 
success. Oh! there were plenty of old records, Bing Crosby, Gene Autry's and country and western by the 
millions. The trip was going down hill fast. On the last day of the trip I found myself in a remote corner 
of Virginia. I walked into a store not expecting to find anything. I walked over to the 5 for a $1.00 
pile and there was "My Reverie" by the Larks on Orange plastic. I had found the gold mine I was searching 
for. I was in a panic grabbing records, The Crystals on Luna, Swallows on King. I was stacking the records 
up in a big pile. The owner of the store must have thought I was crazy. The records had been laying there 
for years and years gathering dust. I carried all the records to the counter and she was so happy about 
getting rid of them she gave them to me for 10¢ each. I started driving back to New York and tragedy. I 
got into a traffic accident, that almost cost me my life. A lot of good records were lost, but I managed 
to save enough to make the trip worth while. To sum things up, it takes a lot of time, money and knowledge 
to find obscure records. If you are going to take a trip, plan ahead and save your money. I concentrate on 
records other people have left behind. Mostly single artists with groups behind them. I play every thing 
I never heard of looking for a sign of a group. I have found some fantastic records this way. Nost of the 
standards have been picked clean. The Orioles, Swallows, Chance and Parrot are gone. Collectors have been 
combing the country from the 50s looking for these on 45s and in the 70s on 78s. I have met farmers that 
know that Chance records are worth money. But this is a big country and there must be plenty of untouched 
places left. I have a new find to announce, "My Fragile Heart"/"I'm Free" by the Five Embers on Royce. This 
record hes a heavy southern lead but the harmony is very strong with a lot of bass. The bridge is speeded 
up like the early Five Keys discs on Aladdin and the ending is late 50s. The company was located in Central 
Kentucky. This proves that good groups came from all parts of the country. 

Let me take time out to state that the Moonglows first record "I Just Can't Tell No Lies" was never 
booted. A collector I know went on a record trip to Cleveland about five years ago and found over 30 mint 
copies of it. He went around and sold them for $5.00 each and many people figured that they were boots. The 
record sells for about $75.00 today. I made a small mistake in last issues column. “Mary Lee” by the Rainbows 
is the same version on all labels. The song that has different versions is "Evening" on Fire Records. The 
Fire version has a stronger group behind the lead. Well take care until next issue and keep those oldies

Most collectors are well aware that the "Marterry" label (#5249 - "When You're Alone - The Daps) 
was part of the Chess and Checker complex. Few know, however, of the big plans the Chess brothers had 
for this label named after their offspring Marshall and Terry. 

Marterry was launched in February, 1956, to provide Chess with an outlet for pop-oriented material 
and widen the exposure for popular Chess artists. Initial plans were for two singles and two 12" LPS. 
The source of these and future Marterry discs was to be this impressive line-up of talent: Savannah 
Churchill, Bullmoose Jackson, The Daps, and Bobby Charles (shifted over from Chess). One of the first 
two LPs was to be by "cool thrush" Pinky Winters and the other to consist of old Kay Starr material 
which Chess acquired when it bought out "Crystalette". 

What ever came of all these plans? The sole single by the Daps was released at the end of February, 
and sold moderately well. After that - nothing. No other records on the label were ever released, to my 
knowledge. 

Then, in April, 1956, we find the announcement of Argo #5252 - "My Stubborn Heart" by Danny Overbea, 
the Argo label obviously carrying on the numbering sequence by Marterry. Questions remain unanswered: 
Why the name change? What happened to Savannah, Bullmoose, and the albums? Were the missing numbers 
(5250,5251) on Argo or Marterry? Perhaps some knowledgeable collector can shed some light on this mystery. 

Re: "Odd Sounds" by Super Sal - Mel Williams & the Montclairs had another one on Decca "Ooh Wah" b/w 
"Lessons In Love"whiched they picked up from the Rage label where "Lesson In Love" was entitled "Fools 
Fall In Love". Sorry, I don't know the number. 

The DC label hag been something else! Owned by Lillian Claiborne in Washington D.C., it had the 
original "Heartbreaker" by the Heartbreakers. Victor bought the master but then recut the tune for RCA. 
T.N.T. Tribble started out on DC, and when Atlantic wanted to start a C&W line, they bought a dozen 
masters from DC. I'd like to see more on this label. 

The Rockets on Modern were a New York group formerly known as the Rhythm Aces. The Chestnuts on 
Mercury were a different group from the ones on Davis. The Mercury group was composed of some original 
members of the Ravens. 

Diamond #3004 - "Transfusion" / "You Did" by the Four Jokers, is supposedly the original. Jan Rudy 
on Atlantic was white and was 19 years old. Her home town was the Bronx, New York. 

The Tibbs Brothers (Atco) are Andrew and Kenneth. Andy was a blues singer on Aristocrat, Savoy and 
Peacock. 

The Uniques on Peacock were a Milwaukee group lead by Earl King, originally called Earl King's Men. 
Bill Haley was a WPWA Chester Pa. country D.J. and cut four sides with the Saddlemen on "Keystone" in 
1950: "Deal Me . Hand" - "Susan Van Dusen" - "Ten Gallon Stetson" - "I'm Not To Blame”. 

Kings Records bought Miracle out in Nov. 1950 - 165 masters and 50,000 records. Price: $4,700! 
Little Willie John's first record was for Prize, Detroit: "Jingle Bells"/"Mommy What Happened To Our 
Xmas Tree". Dec. 1953. ’ 

Original label for "Runaround" by the Three Chuckles was "Boulevard" out of Detroit.The Angels on 
Caprice made several sides. As a matter of fact, almost every record by the group sounds pretty on 33RPM 
better than 45 RPM.
